WASHINGTON, May 20.—The presi 


Bent issued the amendments to tlio civil 
service rules which he -had under con- 
sideration for over a year. It releases 
from the operations of the civil service 
rules about four thousand offices, among 
them the following: 
Pension examining 


Burgeons, Indians employed in the .Indian 
service not connected with 'the Indian 
Behools or service, many ]>lnces in the en- 
gineer department at large, qmirternias- 
tcre department at large, subsistence de- 
partment nt huge, ordinance department 
at large of the war department. 


With reference to these places in tlie 


outside war departments service it is pro- 
vided that they shall be subject to regu- 
lations to be prescribed by the secretary 
of war an<l approved by the president, 
thus placing these branches of service on 
substantially the same basis as the navy 
yard service. 


The positions removed from" the opera- 


tion of the law are sot out in detail under 
fifty-nine heads. Among them the follow- 
in: 
Two private secretaries or confiden- 


tial clerks to the president inut a like 
number to the heads of eatli of the eight 
executive departments. One private sec- 
retary to each assistant head of the ex 
ecutive department: to each liead of the 
bureau in the executive department; to 
the commissioners of labor, iish and fish- 
Cries and like. 


All persons appointed by the president 


and confirmed by the senate, all attor- 
neys, all shipping commissioners, certain 
cashiers, surveyors, deputies, ete., in the 
customs districts, all deputy collectors of 
internal revenue,' storekeepers and gung- 
ers receiving not over $;l a day. Except1- 
ed employes in the custom anil internal 
revenue service to be subjected to nn ex- 
amination prescribed by the secretary of 
the treasury. 
A Hxed number of audi- 


tors in all the first-ula.-w jiostofliccs gov- 
erned by the amount of business done. 
Inspectors of coal mines in territories. In- 
spectors of surveys in general and dis- 
trict offices. 
Various ollicials under the 


Indian commissioners, various 
employes 


in the pension service and various depart- 
ments of expert and suiU.-lieal agents. 


Additional exceptions: Physicians em- 


ployed as pension examining surgeons, 
deputy U. f. •marsliiills. A large number 
of civilian employes in the navy yards, 
naval stations, shipbuilding and manu- 
facturing establishments where work for 
the government is under contract and in 
the quartermaster, medical ordinance and 
engineer department army, to be subject- 
ed before the appointment to tests of fit- 
ness.

judgment for costs be rendered against 
the company.

moment before swimming near by. He 
was nowhere to be seen, however, and 
the launch returned to the Recorder, 
under heavy fire from the shore. 4 


The sailors say that the native sea- 


men who were captured were flogged 
and then cut to pieces. 


Within a short time after the Re- 


corder's arrival at Hollo troops started 
for Negros, and every effort will be 
made to rescue Capt. Tilley, if he Is 
still alive.

IS SOT AFRAID OF KAINJT SEASON 


Otis Says the Canipaljrn Will Bo

-Manila, May 29.—Gen, Otis says that 


the campaign against tho Filipino in- 
surgents will be prosecuted by the 
Americans with the utmost aggressive- 
ness during the rainy season. 


Filipino passengers, who have been 


brought here, state that agents of Gen. 
Luna are arresting any of the natives 
who aro suspected of 
sympathizing 


with the movement for peace. Among 
those thus arrested are several mili- 
tary and civil officials, who are kept 
closely guarded.

upon a Milwaukee saloon 
keeper. 


Just how the cheek was stolen was a 
mystery. 


It is no longer a mystery, however, for 


it has become known that on the evening 
of April J! a mail pouch, sent from Racine 
contu-iiung between UOO nnd 700 letters, 
disappeared from the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul railroad station a,'. Western 
Union Junction. 


Complaints commenced to pour 


the Kiicine post ofliec in regard to miss- 
ing letters containing checks, money or- 
der;:, etc., and soon several pages of a 
book in the inquiry department was fill- 
ed with these complaints 


Postodice orders that had been made 


out to one person came back made out 
to another iind for different 
amount", 


and the postoftice authorities were con- 
lidcrably' mystified, and the secret ser- 
vice was soon at work to unravel the 
jnystory. 


NOJIO of the local authorities knew 


anything about the loss of the pouch un- 
til" yesterday morning, when Jnspector 
Ralph Bird, brought the. missing pouch, 
with nearly sll of the letters to Milwau- 
kee. The "men who stole the pouch, are 
now behind the bai-s at Auburn, New 
York, ono under sentence of five years 
iind the other for three and a half years. 
Upon their release, they will be'brought 
to Milwaukee for further prosecution. 
The story of tho robbery is very interest- 
ing. 


Stole" u< Western Union. 


That it is n comparatively easy matter 


to Steal pouches of. mail without detec- 
tion is shown by the fact that, in addi- 
tion to stealing this one at Western 
Union Junction, another was stolen «t 
Chicago, and .a. third at BufTalo. In the 
confession made to Inspector Bird, the 
prisoners stated that they simply walked 
up to a pile of mail at railroad stations, 
picked up a 
pouch and walked

without ony one making the slightest ob- 
jection.

nothing concerning the matter. The fact

thc draft on a. Milwaukee wist side liquor 
dealer, making a purchase- of liquor to 
the amount of $20, which he directed to 
be shipped to John H. Henderson, at Ea- 
cinc, receiving $31 in cash. Then, in or- 
der to secure a- delay of several days-, he 
instructed the liquor dealer not to ship 
the wines, as he wished to -have some ci- 
gars go with them, which would bo sent 
over by the manufacturers.

When the draft 
was presented to the Kacine bank the dis- 
crepancies in the name and amount were 
discovered and the officers became satis- 
fied that the draft had been stolen by 
some one from tlie mails, although no one 
suspected the wholesale robbery or the 
stealing- of the mail pouch. 


Following the complaint oi thc Racin« 


bank ttiime other complaints from the ex- 
press companies aaid from 
tlie 
Racine 


postoffice, concerning the alteration of 
money orders. Money orders made paya- 
ble to one man at a certain city l>obbed 
up after having been paid to strangers in 
another city. There was one order, in par- 
liicula.r which puzzled the postmaster of 
Rapine, ns he tuld the inspector lie in- 
tended to make it payable at Dodge.ville. 
He wasn't willing to swoir that he had 
not made it payahle ut Chicago, where it 
wits cashed, but he was willing to sweat- 
that he had not put "Chicago, 111.," on 
thc order 
with a 
rubber sunup, be- 


cause ho had no such stamp in the ollice. 
In fact, everything that was -done the 
thieves were extremely painstaking, hav- 
ing purchased rubber stamps ojid every- 
thing else necessary in' order to allay sus- 
picion and defy detection.' Some of the 
rubber stamps Postal Inspector I3ird has 
secured.

was found, according to the com- 


plaints made to the pos'.-a 
inspectors, 


that $3C1 was secured in Chicago on 
drafts, money orders and express orders 
stolen from the mailb.

orders were all stolen from Racine. 


They began to come in with the names of 
Chicago people on, nnd fiwaJly it 
was 


discovered that the thieves hod been op- 
erating ut Buffalo.. It'-was while work- 
ing'up the Buffalo clue that Inspector 
Bird was-summoned-to New-York,-where 
lie found the two men he was after in the 
clutches of thc New York police, being 
held ns suspects on a charge of pickpock- 
et! r.g. 


Their arrest was tho result of a-n at- 


tempt to purchase a pair of diamond ear- 
rings worth $225 on a check. The jew- 
eler at first sent to tlie bank just the 
same as a jeweler in Chicago had done, 
and got thc same reply that the draft 01 
check was all right, but the New York 
jeweler hud at tlie time he sent to tin. 
hank wired for a detective. When the 
reply came back from the bank'thc jew 
cler was about to pay ovur thc difYerence 
and let 
Uie diamonds go, but the detec- 


tive was not satisfied, and noticing a 
whispered conference 
between the two 


men outside, when-the second mini came 
in the store, to find out to whom the jew- 
eler was talking and what he was talking 
about, arrested him, a-nd then arrested 
the other, who was 3'ell.

At last scientists seem to be on thc 


point of timling out what happens in the 
brain when a person thinks. It has long- 
been known that the brain is the think- 
ing organ, but just how the making of 
thought comes about has been a puzzle. 
The celebrated Cabaiiis solved the matter 
oil' hand by saying that the brain secretes 
thought as the liver secretes bile. This 
terse saying passed into common use, but 
soon came to be recognized as a clever 
speech rather than an explanation of the 
mystery. 
Now, however, the most re- 


cent researches of the microscopisU arc 
making it appear that after all the say- 
ing is not so far wrong, but that, correct- 
ly interpreted, it in some 
measure, ex- 


p'ressos the facts. Of course, thought, be- 
ing intangible, is not'properly to be com- 
pared with bile or any other 
physical, 


substance, but it appears that the pro- 
cesses in 
the 
brain 
which 
produce 


thought, and without which thinkin 
impossible, are strictly 
comparable 
to 


those changes in tlie liver , and 
other 


'organs.which produce the tangible secre- 
tions. 


ACTION 01' BRAIN CELLS. 


A committee of British physicians, net- 


ing jointly, has for some years been giv- 
ing particular attention to this topic: 
and their researches, though not yet al- 
together complete, already show very -in- 
teresting results, which, taken togulhci 
with those of investigators on tho eonti 
ncnt, let us see a long way into the in- 
tricacies of the brain. H is shown un- 
equivocally, for example, that a briun 
cell, which is the-really important part of 
the bruin, actually loses part o'f its sub- 
stance during action. The brain cells of 
persons and animals that have died tlur-

changed from the condition of the normal 
cell during times of health 
and 
vigor. 


The cell of the exhausted brain, instoat 
of being plump and full of nervous mat- 
ter, is found to be hollowed out or "vac- 
uolnted," a cavity within its. substance 
having formed and 
being 
filled 
witl 


water. This means that a. part of 
the 


ceil substance has been actually consum- 
ed during the time of brain 
activity 


precisely as coal is consumed when one 
gets heat from a furnace. 


It is found, further, that if an anima 


whose brain cells are thus exhausted Is 
permitted to rest a.nd to sleep its cells 
rapidly recuperate, new material being 
supplied from the blood until- the vac'u'o- 
Intion has disappeared and the "cell is 
practically as good as now again. This 
explains why sleep is necessary to 
our 


existence. 
During wa.king -hours 
our 


brains 
arc 
literaJly 
worn 
away, 


and sleep is the state during which the 
repair shops of thc brain make good the 
damage of the wa;king hours. Thus thc 
brain of a person who suffers from 
in- 


somnia is in the condition of a locomotive 
which is run night and day without go- 
ing to the repair, shops; disaster 
must

phone central office is a comparison that 
ma-v: be earned to a remarkable 
length.

But until re- 
cently there was1 one phase of the matter 
that could not be explained. How is it 
that the various -messages that are surg- 
ing through the brain are

nous wires'; When you call up the cen- 
tral office, -.you give a certain 
number. 


and the ''lido girl", connects ybuv partic- 
ular wire -with Unit number. When you 
arc through talking, the girl breaks the 
circuit, a-nd yon can no longer communi- 
cate along that line. But js there any- 
thing similar to this making and break- 
ing of circuits possible in the brainy As- 
tonishing as it may seem, the answer is, 
yes. .There is precisely such a stories of 
changes', in the circuits of the brain cells 
as is effected by tiie "hullo girl'' with'the 
telephone wires.

The answer of the city of Kenosha in 


Ihe case of the -Milwaukee Light, Heat 
and Traction- company against Gus Ja- 
cobs, city clerk of the city of Kenosha, 
was filed today. 


This is the case of the street railway 


franchise and is brought to compel the 
city c'crk to publish' the ordinance pass- 
ed by the council at the 
meeting on 


April I.1, granting a right to 'the Mil- 
waukee, Racine and Kenosha railway to 
build an electric railway through the 
city of Kenosha. 
The city is represented 


in the case by City Attorney 
L. G. 


Bohincrich of Maher & Bohmcrich, and 
Quarles. Spencc & Quarles of Milwaukee. 


Mr. Quarles, spea.kirg of the cose, said: 


•'Last January the Milwaukee, Racine 
and Kenosha railway had a franchise or- 
.dinance introduced in the common coun- 
cil of the city of Kenosha and the ordi- 
nance was published in accordance with 
the law, but no action was taken in the 
matter until April 11. when wo claim an 
illegal action was taken. 
Meanwhile, on 


April 4, a city election was held and three 
of the old councilinen retired as was also 
tlie '.then mayor, 0. M. Pettit. Now un- 
der the charter of the city the election 
returns must be before the council with- 
in three days after election, when th~ey 
are canvassed by the council, the result 
of the vote announced and the old body 
then goes out of existence and the new 
body becomes tnc legal council. 


"This was not done in this case. The 


old council met on April 7, and in order 
to give them a chance to act on the or- 
nance and to give them a chance to do 
so before the new council, which was 
elected in opposition to the ordinance nnd 
known to be opposed to it, could be in- 
stalled, the council adjourned until April 
11, when it took up and passed the ordi- 
nance, -Mayor Pettit casting "the"dcciding. 
vote in ite favor. 
The council then took 


up the canvass of the votes. Mayor Pet- 
tit stopping the proceedings in order to 
sign the ovdi nance. 


"On April 12 the 
Milwaukee, Racine 


and Kenosha railway tiled an acceptiince 
of thc ordiiui.nce as passeii by the old 
council and deposited a. check for $5.000 
to indemnify the city for any personal 
damages arising from the building of the 
line. 


"On April 17. 


and furtherance of that said conspiracy 
the said 0. M; Pettit, C'liarles H. Gonncr- 
majir., 0. M. Calkins and-E. Franke re- 
fused to canvass the vote east on the-said 
municipal 
election,'and so. unlawfully 


continued themselves in power in order

wav ss to leave the dirt in the-ffliddle 
of "the rows. Then the field is nearly 
level all the time and in comfortable 
condition to work for the nest crop. 
There are other -ways of planting corn 
besides checking wh-ich aro all right in 
the hands of nT&>y farmers; I am satis- 
fied that listing would be a poor way 
to plant corn in, most parts of eastern 
Iowa and Illinois. Farther west hating 
takes tho lead. 
There is no success raising corn in 


tho west unless it is planted thin. One 
kernel in a hill, as it is generally check- 
ed would make 25 bushels per acre 
while four kernels would make from 1( 
to 15 bnshelsof poor corn and a lot o 
work to husk it. There is a temptation 
to use a plate that will drop from two 
to four. "We feel afraid that some of i 
may not come up or that the worm 
may eat some of it, hut it is best not t 
be afraid of anything except getting i 
planted too thick.
